OF TRACTION GRANT 


Delegates by Vote of 26 to l 
‘Concur in Action Revok- 
ing 50-Year Franchise of 
Southern Traction Co. in 
Presence of Crowd of Ap- 
plauding Citizens. 


BROKAW ASSERTS 
ACTION IS ILLEGAL 


Mayor Kiel Promises to Sign 
Bill the Day After Bond 
Election, Which Is First 
Date Upon Which He May 
Legally Act. 


The House of Delegates last night con- 
curred by a vote of 2 to 1 in the Council 
bill repealing the 50-year loop franchise 
of the Southern Traction Co. Mayor 
Kiel says he will sign the measure Nov. 
7, the day following the bridge bond 
election. 

Under the new charter, all except 
emergency bills must be held by the 
Mayor for 10 days after they are deliv- 
ered by the Assembly, before he can 
approve or veto them. He must act 
within 20 days from the date of receipt, 
or the bill will become an ordinance 
automatically without his signature. The 
purpose of delaying action by the chief 
executive is to permit the filing of peti- 
tions compelling the submission of the 
bill to a popular referendum. 

Mayor to Get Bill Thursday. 

The repeal bill must be signed next 
Tuesday by the presiding officer of the 
Council and House of Delegates in the 
presence of the respective branches, be- 
fore it can be sent to the Mayor. 

The Mayor will receive the bill on 
Wednesday, Oct. 2. Ten days later 
will be Nov. 7. 

The House acted without debate. Dele- 
gate Brokaw of the Twenty-eighth Ward 
was the only member to vote against 
the repeal. He delivered a long speech 
in which he said he was convinced it 
would be illegal, as contended by City 
Counselor Baird, to revoke the fran- 
chise when there had been no violation 
of ita terms by the company. 

Delegate Schwartz of the Twenty-fifth 
Ward, who previously had opposed the 
‘pfepeal measure with Brokaw, said he 
had changed his mind and believed it 
was the duty of the Assembly to pass 
the bill in response to public sentiment 
and let the courts decide the legality 
of the act. 

‘Now that the franchise has been re- 
pealed, the city will rely upon one of 
the latest decisions of the Supreme 
Court of the United States to sustain 
its course of action, if the receivers of 
the Southern Traction Co. should file 
suit to contest the validity of the repeal. 
This decision was handed down im the 
case of Owensboro vs. Cumberland Tele- 
phone Co., in which it was held that 
where a city reserved the right to re- 
peal a franchise it had the power to ex- 
ercise that rigitt at any time. 

Crowd Applauds Action. 

The final passage of the franchise re- 
peal bill brought a large crowd to the 
House chamber, and the delegates were 
applauded when the roll had been called. 
The proceedings were enlivened by a 
clash between Delegate McCarthy, a 
leader of the Democratic side, and Dele- 
gate Hall, floor leader of the Republican 
minority. i 

MoCarthy. in explaining his vote for 
the repeal measure, said he wished t) 
call attention to the inconsistency of 
the Post-Dispatch in advocating the 
repeal of the Southern Traction grant 
and at the same time stating that 
members of the House in 1911 who voted 
for the &-year grant, had good records 
in the Assembly.“ 

McCarthy did not mention any particu- 
lar individual but he cited the page in 
the House Journal which shows that 
Henry A. Hamilton, Republican can d- 
date for Congress in the Eleventh Dis- 
trict, was a member of the Railroads 
Committee in April, 1911, and not only 
voted for the 60-year grant, but recom- 
‘mended its passage as a committeeman. 
Willlam L. Igoe, Democratic candidate 
tc succeed himself as Congressman of 
the Eleventh District, voted against the 
S-year grant at that time, the record 
showed. 

Delegate Hall interrupted McCarthy 
repeatedly, shouting that McCarthy was 
making à political speech and was out 
of order.

Monroe doctrine.

DEFENSE CLOSES 
CARMAN CASE T 
RY TONIGHT 


Witness, Who Was 15 Feet 
Away When Mrs. Bailey Was 
Killed, Saw Man Flee. 


TELLS OF BLOODHOUNDS, 


Policeman Testifies They Took 
Trail From Window to Fence 
and Toward Village. 


MINEOLA, N. Y., Oct. 24.—The de- 
fense of Mrs, Florence Conklin Car- 
man, on trial for the murder of Mrs. 
Louise Bailey, rested shortly before 
noon today. > 

District Attorney Smith anonunced at 
the noon recess that he had only one 


more witness to testify this afternoon. 
The plan agreed on among counsel was 
that the defense would have two hours, 
from 2 to 4, to sum up; that a short re- 
cess probably would be taken then, and 
that at the conclusion the District At- 
torney would address the jury for two 
hours; that the Judge then would de- 
liver his charge and the jury retire ‘*o 
deliberate. Under this plan it was ex- 
pected the case would be in the jury’s 
hands by 8 o’clock tonight. 
Summing Up Is Begun. 

John J. Graham summed up for the 
defense. Before Graham began, the 
State introduced it’s last witness, John 
C. Quinn, a friend of Bailey. Quinn 
testified that Dr. Carman told him, at 
the Carman house, the morning after 
the murder, that he thought the hand 
which held the pistol was that of a 
woman. 

In summing up Graham took the Dis- 
trict Attorney to task for not having 
called Dr. Carman as a witness, and 
asserted that Mrs. Carman had not re- 
ceived justice from persons connected 
with the prosecution. 

“She did not have a chance till she 
testified in court,“ Graham said. Never 
before has a refined, cultured woman 
like this defendant been charged with 
a crime on the statement of a self- 
confessed negro perjurer and a convicted 
thief like this man Farrell.’’ 

It was expected that Justice Kelby's 
charge would be brief and the general 
impression was that the jury would 
reach an early decision. 

Mrs. Carman’s face was wreathed 
in smiles as she entered the court- 
room. She bowed to several friends, 
kissed her daughter, Elizabeth, 
greeted her husband with a aod and 
a smile, and, taking a seat at the 
counsel table, chatted with him and 
chatted with her lawyers till the 
proceedings began. She said she was 
confident of her acquittal today. 

Saw Man Flee After Shot. 

Rudolph Loewe, the first witness 
testified that he was on his way to 
Dr. Carman’s office and within 15 
feet of the window when the shot 
which killed Mrs, Bailey was fired. 
Loewe heard the shot, looked up and 
saw a man run across the lawn and 
leap over the fence. 

Loewe was very deaf and spoke En- 
glish with a pronounced accent. George 
M. Levy, Mrs. Carman's lawyer, went 
close and shouted questions into the 
witness’ ear. 

Loewe said after he had heard the 
shot and seen the man jump over the 
fence, he looked into Dr. Carman’s of- 
fice and saw the doctor with a woman 
in his arms. There were two women in 
front of the house, Loewe added. He 
also saw a man he did not know stand- 
ing in the vestibule to the doctor’s office. 

“How near were you to the two men 
when you saw them on the steps?“ the 
District Attorney asked. 

“About 15 feet,“ Loewe replied. 

He said 'the man I saw was my height 
and not thick.“ 

Justice Kelby had to leave his seat on 
the bench and stand beside the wit- 
ress’ Chair to shout his questions.

Germans Make Progress North of Dix- 
mude and Near La Bassee, While 
Allies Gain Perceptibly East of 
Nieuport and Between Armentieres 
and Lille. / 


By ASSOCIATED PRESS. 


LONDON, Oct. 24.—Superlatives have been used so frequently 
in attempts to describe the engagements of the present war that 
the emphasis of such terms as ‘‘most desperate,’’ violent and eru- 
cial, has been weakened by daily use; but today, as if by mutual 
agreement, both German and British newspapers characterize the 
conflict along the front from Lille in France to the Belgian sea- 
board as the greatest struggle of all. 

London newspapers were quick to seize the suggestion of a 
German military expert, as cabled there from Berlin, that this is 
the critical conflict of the whole campaign, and whether this be 
so or not, it is contended that the outcome is likely to decide the 
future of German operations in France. 

Reinforcements of 600,000 men are said to have been rushed to 
the German right wing, and it seems no exaggeration to say that 
these operations spell the supreme effort of the invaders to 
through the allies’ line. 

Being denied the use of warships, which have been rendering good ser- 
vice for the allies, Germany is said to be throwing her air craft, and, 
particularly,\Zeppelins, more and more into the fray, and news dispatches 
relate that the operations of Zeppelins have been a marked feature of the 
fighting to the southwest of Ostend, toward which seaport the troops of 
France, England and Belgium are saig to be working their way. 

Russian Progress Will Keep Germans in the East. 

The Russians, generally speaking, continue to hold the upperhand in the 
Eastern arena of the war, is the gist of most of the dispatches reaching 
London, and, accepting this as true, England thinks that the putting of 
Germany on the defensive in that territory will prevent her from transfer- 
ring any forces to the Western arena, a plan so often discussed during the 
early stages of the war. . 

The French Torts at Verdun came to the fore again today as a result of 
news from German sources that German forces are drawing closer te these 
positions and that the French sorties are failing. 

London newspapers are treating as significant the withdrawal of German 
troops from Antwerp and Brussels, but these movements would appear to 
be only part of Germany's plan of reinforcing her fighting line. 


Germans Reported to Be Leaving the Coast. 


A special dispatch says the allies have advanced further im Ostend, 
their lines now extending from the coast to a point between Slype and St. 
Pierre Capelle. Other dispatches declare that the Germans, after a success 
on the Yser, are leaving the coast and working around by Dixmude to Lille, 
thereby clearing the way to Ostend and leaving their position open to « 
flanking movement by the allies. 

One thing emerges clear from all the reports and that is that incessant 
fighting prevails over the West Flanders front from Roulers to Thourout and 
between Nieuport and Ostend. 

A Daily Mail correspondent, telegraphing Thursday from In the North 
of France, says: 

„The battle fought near Nieuport Thursday was of extraordinary vie- 
lence. The Belgian troops, assisted by British warships, literally massa- 
cred the Germans, who attempted to push ou. a column toward Dunkirk, 
hugging the seashore under the cover or the undulating sand dunes. 

„The Belgian wounded report that at high tide the waves were washing 
piles of German dead upon the beach. 

‘‘ According to thoroughly trustworthy information the Germans bave 
brought up strong reinforcements from their center and the Rheims region 
to reinforce their right wing. | 

A private Berlin dispatch, according to the correspondent of the Con- 
tral News at Copenhagen, states that Zeppelins are said to have given the 
Germans considerable support in the fighting on the Belgian const. 


Both Sides Make Gains in Belgium 


PARIS, Oct. 24.—The official communication given out at the War Of. 
fice this afternoon says: 

‘*The battle continues on our left. The enemy has made progress te 
the north of Dixmude and in the vicinity of La Bassee. We bave made very 
perceptible advances to the east of Nieuport, in the region of Langemarck, 
and in the region between Armentieres and Lille.

the House of Delegates, and Howe, 
standing in the lobby of the House 
chamber, had enthusiastically shaken 
the hand of each member who voted 
for the bill, and congratulated him upon 
his unsefish devotion to the interests of 
St. Louis. 

At that time Howe had a written con- 
tract by which he was guaranteed a fee 
of $300,000 in cash for getting the Mu- 
nicipal Assembly to pass the Southern 
Traction franchise. There was strong 
public sentiment against the enactment 
of the franchise, but the Municipal As- 
sembly paid no attention to the protests 
of the people. 

When the bill went to Mayor Kreis- 
mann for his signature the protests 
were renewed. There was a demand 
that Mayor Kreismann submit the 50- 
year franchise to the Public Service 
Commission for an expert opinion as to 
whether it was the proper sort of fran- 
chise to be granted to a public service 
corporation. 

Protests Go Unheeded. 

But Mayor Kreismann paid no atten- 
tion to the protests and signed the Dill. 
His signature, and the formal accept- 
ance of the franchise by the Southern 
Traction Co., were all that were re- 
quired to validate Howe’s contract, by 
which he was to get $330,000 of the par 
value of the bonds of the Southern 
Traction Co. as security to his prom- 
ised cash fee of $300,000. ’ K 

Mayor Kreismann, who signed the 
bill, had been selected for the mayor- 
alty nomination by Howe, who was then 
the Republican boss of the city. 

It was Howe’s public boast that he 
had been able to give St. Louls a Muni- 
pal Assembly of such high character 
that it would henceforth be considered 
an honor to serve as a member of the 
law-making body of the city. He ap- 
pealed to the public for support upon 
the character of the men “I have nomi- 
nated” for the Council and House of 
Delegates. 

Coupled with his appeals was his 
statement that he was trying to render 
a public service to St. Louis, and that 
he had no other motives. But as soon 
as the promoters of the Southern Trac- 
tion Co. wanted to get a franchise they 
went to “Boss” Howe as the one man 
who could influence the Municipal As- 
sembly to pass it, and Mayor Kreis- 
mann to sign it. 

“Influence” Cost $300,000. 

And for this influence they were will- 
ing to pay $300,000 in cash, as shown by 
the terms of the contract between Howe 
and Hampden D. Mepham, published ex- 
clusively in the Post-Dispatch last Mon- 


day. 

At the time the franchise was passed 
it was known that an additional bond 
issue would be required to complete the 
free bridge. But it was put through in 
face of the protests that it would cause 
the defeat of bond issues. 

Three times bond issues have been 
submitted to raise money to complete 
the bridge, and each time defeated. The

RUSSIANS TWICE 
DEFEATED, 4600 


Austrian Official Statement Tells 
of Surprising Two Divisions 
of Czar’s Troops. 


LONDON, Oct. 24.—The official 
Austrian statement given out at noon 
Friday is contained in a dispatch 
from Vienna by way of Amsterdam 
to Reuters’ Telegram Co. It says: 

“While yesterday 
south of Przemysl our heavy artillery 
had been especially active, severe 
fighting developed today on the 
banks of the lower San where, at sev- 
eral points we allowed the enemy to 
cross the river. These Russian 
forces have now been severely at- 
tacked by our troops and pressed 
against the river. At Zarzecza we 
captured over 1000 Russians. 

“Parts of our troops suddenly ap- 
peared before Invangorod and beat 
two Russian divisions. We captured 
$600 prisoners, one standard and 18 
machine guns.

DEFINES CHRISTIANITY 


Its True Converts Will Uplift 
Mankind and Raise Noble 
Citizens, He Declares. 


PITTSBURG, Oct. 24.—Peace commis- 
sion treaties of the kind negotiated be- 
tween the United States and many for- 
eign countries, were spoken of by Pres- 
ident Wilson here today, as the means 
for “shedding light’’ on disputes which 
will make the use of force unnecessary. 
The President predicted that after in- 
ternational disputes have been discussed 
for a year, as provided in these treaties, 
cannon will not be found necessary to 
settle them. 

The President addressed a mass meet- 
ing in celebration of the seventieth an- 
niversary of the Y. M. C. A. movement 
and dwelt on the lessons of Christian- 
ity, urging young men to be progres- 
sive and work for the public welfare. 
The President left for Washington at 
1:15 p. m. 

In opening, the President said he felt 
that by his being away from Washing- 
ton, Congress could have more leisure 
to adjourn. He spoke particularly of 
the ideals of young men. Most people, 
he declared, believed young men to be 
“arch radicals,” but that he found them 
to be very conservative. 

“It would be good for men, both 
young and old,“ Mr. Wilson said, to 
detach themselves more from business 
and think of higher things. I wonder 


how many of us think of Christianiaty 
an inetrumentality for the practical 
f mankind. , 

Christian’s Duty to Uplift World. 

“No man ts a true Christian who does 
not think of how he can help his broth- 
ers, how he can uplift mankind, and 
who does not labor unselfishly for 
others. The duty of Christian young 
men is to uplift the world. They are 
the strongest kind of young men. I 
believe there is growing to be more and 
more a demand for such men in the 
world, for the world is growing to ap- 
preciate them more and more.“ 

The President pleaded for homes with 
Christian atmosphere, saying that 
“Christianity is catching” and that 
children raised in Christian homes are 
more apt to be good citizens than others. 

How tired I am,” continued the Pres- 
ident, of the men whose virtue is sel- 
fish because it is self-protective. I hate 
the moral coward and I despise him as 
well. I wish the cowards would stay 
on the side lines and let others do the 
things to be done. Dont’ follow people 
who ‘stand still. Nowadays leaders 
must bs aggressive. 

It you can’t guess beforehand who 
your leaders are to be, the chances are 
they will be useless. I believe in popu- 
lar government because, under it, we do 
not know from what family, class or 
occupation the leaders will come. This 
is an age in which the principles of 
those who utter public opinion rule the 
world. In the end the popular jury will, 
find the right. 


Predicts Right Will Replace Cannon. 
It is not important that we, who con- 


stitute a part of the jury, shall look at 
things from a current viewpoint and 
with a Christian spirit. I hope that 
there will not be a great rush of Chris- 
tian on the doers of evil. 

“What you have to do is to fight, not 
with cannon, but with right. We have 
just concluded treaties of peace with a 
great many nations providing that we 
shall look for the light for a year. My 
prediction is that, if, after the light has 
shone on a dispute for a year, it will 
not be necessary to do anything; that 

after we know what happened, then we 
will know who was right and who was 
wrong. I believe that light is the great- 
est sanitary influence in the world.”

With plenty of Collar and Air 
Retailer Plans to Avoid Loss 
by New Levy. 


The season for high collars and pumps 
opened in St. Louis saloon circles to- 
aay. This does not mean that the bar- 
tenders were in full dress, but that the 
collar of foam without which no glass 
of beer is de rigueur, suddenly became 
elongated and that the carbonating 
pump which mixes air with the brew 
was working overtime. 

Uncle Sam was the cause of it all. He 
was tapping each barrel of beer for 50 
cents additional emergency war revenue, 
while brewers and saloon keepers were 
quoting Sherman. 

The tax went into effect yésterday 
afternoon. Brewers flocked to the inter- 
nal revenue office to buy the new 
stamps. In two hours they purchased 
more than $70,000 worth of them. Then 
they raised the price of beer to the sa- 
loon keeper to get their money back. 

Foam in Plenty. 

Those who can wiil have to do the 
best they can this winter. The old 
svakin’ bucket will be as big as ever, 
but its contents will be more loosely 
packed. The foam’s motto will be ex- 
ceisior.“ Purchasing beer in the tin 
will. be a small-scale imitation of the 
buy-a-bale-of-cotton movement. If the 
beer is carefully extracted from the can 


little Wiilie a half-hour’s diversion with 
his bubble pipe. 

Every can will be as full of fresn 
air as a joy ride in an open 60-horse.- 
power roadster. So, when father takes 
his can and says he’s going out for a 
little air, the rest of the family will 


bring home in the bucket.

A barrel of beer contains enough to 
fill 256 pint cans, and the price to the 
saloonkeeper, with the new war tax 
added, will be from $6.50 to $8.50 a bar- 
rel. If he were to sell a pint of beer 
for 5 cents his revenue from each bar- 
rel would be only $12.80, the profit be- 
ing $6.20 a barrel on the cheaper grades 
and $4.30 a barrel on the highest grades. 

Price Wüll Not Advance. 

In many saloons no beer is sold in 
cans and the glasses used hold only 
half a pint. There is enough beer in 
a barrel to fill 512 of these glasses and 
at 5 cents each they yield $25.60. 

Saloonkeepers in the downtown dis- 
trict, where little or no can beer is sold, 
Say they will not increase their prices 
because of the war tax. Some admit 
that they have had their carbonating 
pumps overhauled. 

At the large hotels and cafes it was 
said the customer will not in any way 
see the effect of the war tax and the 
burden will be borne by the retailers. 

In the outlying districts some saloon- 
keepers will serve beer in smaller 
glasses than heretofore and measure 
the beer before putting it in buckets.

A QUE§TION TO CHURCHMEN. 
EV. J. WINTHROP HEGEMAN 
— of the Episcopal Church asks: 
“Must Protestants Adopt Chris- 
tian Science?“ and answers in the af- 
firmative in a little book with that 
question as its title. It also contains 
an essay on the advisability of the 
church adopting Christian Science heal- 
ing in order to bring it back to the 
practice of early Christians. Both es- 
says have appeared in the North Amer- 
ican Review and caused wide discus- 
sion. The writer makes a very earnest 
plea that the churches do more to 
save life. Incidentally, he gives some 
striking examples of healing through 
Christian Science. The following is 
worth quoting: 

“A friend of the author was a physi- 
cian on the surgical consulting staff of 
Rush College, a member of its faculty, 
and a member of the American Medi- 
cal Association until he became a Chris- 
tian Scientist. He had tuberculosis, and 
the prognosis was that he could live 
only a few months. He had depended 
on alcohol and heroin, and absolute ir- 
responsibility, insanity, and coming 
death were the result. After treatment 
by a hypnotist his physical and men- 
tal condition grew rapidly worse, until 
within a few weeks his reason was 
gone. After a week of irresponsibilicy, 
followed by two days of unconscious- 
ness, a consultation of physicians wr. 
nounced him incurable and limited his 
life to a few days. The night befo.~ 
he was to be taken to an insane asvlum 
a friend suggested Christian Science, 
and his wife consented in the same 
spifit of desperation in which any other 
useless thing would have been al- 
lowed, 

“A practitioner came and remained 
three hours. The doctor says: ‘At the 
end of the first hour I was quietly 
sleeping, and when I awoke in the 
morning it was with a clear mind and 
the absolute conviction, which has not 
changed since, that I was free and well. 
The most remarkable feature of the 
cure was that there was no period of 
convalescence. The same afternoon I 
drove my automobile for two hours 
without weariness or excitement. With- 
in 10 days from the time I was pre- 
nounced incurable I cross@d. the Ne- 
vada desert, where unusual endura 
and physical strength were necessary. 
I found from that day that my mentel 
equipment was normal, memory im- 
proved and soon fully restored, com- 
pound astigmatism healed, use of to- 
bacco had fallen from me, and grad- 
ually a cavity involving the upper part 
of the left lung became filled with 
healthy lung tissue.

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JUDGE HOLTCAMP’S RECORD. 
Byery St. Louis voter should read the facts 
from the official record of Judge Charles W. Hoit- 
camp, Republican candidate for re-election to the 
office of Judge of the Probate Court, which was 
publighed in Friday's Post-Dispatch. 

Judge Holtcamp is seeking a third term. The 
published facts are overwhelming arguments for 
his defeat and permanent retirement from public 
office. 

In 1905 the Legislature abolished the fee sys- 
tem, which enriched former probate judges, and 
provided a salary equal to that of a circuit 
judge. In addition, a percentage of certain fees 
was allowed for office expenses on account of 
which the compensation amounts to about $8,000 
annually. ; 

Although the validity of the selary law has 

been affirmed by the State Supreme Oourt, Judge 
Holtcamp refuses to accept it, and has paid all 
fees, except those for one year which he holds, 
to the city treasury under protest, thus laying the 
foundation for a suit te recover them. 
The amount of fees now held under protest ex- 
ceeds $116,000. If Judge Holtcamp serves an- 
other term the amount will be not less than 
$200,000. Under the law these fees are to be paid 
into the public school fund of the city. 

This attitude of Judge Holtcemp towards the 
salary law is sufficient ground for his defeat. 
Public sentiment demanded the abolition of the 
old fee-grabbing system, and no man who is not 
in harmony with this sentiment, and refuses to 
accept the law passed in response to it, should 
be elected to the office. The fees should go to 
the school fund without question. 

In addition to his attitude towards the fees of 
his office, Judge Holtcamp’s conduct, with re- 
gard to fee allowances in the handling of estates, 
is indefensible. 

Under the law providing a fee of $3 a day 
for appraising estates subject to collateral in- 
heritance taxes, Judge Holtcamp allowed fees far 
iu excess of this sum to Darin A. Lee and 
Henry A. Baker. Lee for 54 months averaged 
$311.41 a month in fees. A charge of $3 was 
made for every day upon which work was done 
for each estate. Jpdge Holtcamp allowed Lee 
pay for 200 days and Baker for 150 days in one 
month. Part of the time Lee was Excise Com- 
missioner at a salary of $6,000 a year. The fees 
allowed Lee and Baker were taken from the 
Educational fund. 3 

In the Miller case, Henry Kortjohn was allowed 
$12,800 ag administrator during litigation and his 
attorney, George B. Webster, was allowed $7500. 
The allowances were resisted as excessive in the 
Cireuit Court, and a settlement was made for a 
total of $11,000. ‘The estate was in the hands of 
Kortjohn for six months, and the disbursements 
amounted to duly $20,000. The fees equaled 5 
per cent of the entire estate. 

In the temporary guardianship of the late Al- 
bert 8. Block, during inquiry as to his sanity, 
Morris H. Biederman was allowed, for five 
months’ service as guardian, $6,500, and his at- 
torney, John 8. Leahy, recently appointed admin- 
istrator pendente lite of the Campbell estate, was 
allowed, for his brief service, $5500. 

The duty of the Probate Judge is to guard es- 
tates against plunder and extravagance, and to 


j protect the inheritances of the widow and the 


orphan. 
How Judge Holtcamp performs this duty is 
well Niustrated by the instances of fee grabbing 
we have cited.

Deficit Is Wiped Out by Gain 
in Cash and Decrease 
in Loans.

NEW YORK, Oct. %#—The Evening 
Post, in its copyrighted financial re- 
view today, sa 

“The —2— incident, in the mar- 
kets bf today, was the break of be- 
tween 2 and 3 cents in exchange on 
London, bringing the rate almost to the 
lowest level reached since the war be- 
gan, and within 4 cents of a normal 
basis. 

“No doubt this sharp decline was part- 
ly caused by inferences from last night's 
Washington conference of the British 
Exchequers’ emissaries with our treas- 
ury and bank officials. But it must 
also be pointed out that the gold ex- 

rts already made by us to Ottawa 

ave cleared up some of the obstacles 
in the way of a return to normal con- 
ditions; Also, that by all accounts, 
Europe has this week been purchasing 
in great quantity all sorts of American 
supplies. Cotton exports this week 
were again nearly six times as large 
as the September weekly average, and 
where they lately ran to one-tenth 185 
the shipments made in the corrspo 
ing period of 1913, they are now one- 
fourth of a year 380. 

“Another strong showing in the week- 
ly bank statement brought the reserves 
of all clearing house institutions .- 
4.000 above the normal minimum, while 
the banks by themselves reported a sur- 
plus reserve of $12,100,000. This favor- 
able change was brought about through 
a gain of $7,300,000 in actual cash, along 
with reduction of $11,024,000 in loans. 

“Furthermore, the national banks in 
the clearing house reported a reduction 
of $785,000 in outstanding note circula- 
tion—the first reduction since the emer- 
gency bank-note currency was resorted 
to. All these are favorable signs; they 
give promise that our banks, at any 
rate, are not — le to lean indefinitely
